
Heated debate prompts 
calls for mayor to'resign' 


A LONG-standing town council policy was 
rescinded last Wednesday to allow Council¬ 
lor Sally Holman to be re-elected as Mayor 
of Lyme Regis for the fourth consecutive 
year - her sixth year overall - despite calls 
from the public and fellow councillors for 
her to stand down. 

The mayoral election at last week’s full council 
meeting descended into one of the most controversial 
in recent history, with members arguing over the im¬ 
portance of democracy and following procedure, com¬ 
ments being shouted out from members of the public, 
and one member walking out. 

Standing against Councillor Holman, another former 
First Citizen, Councillor Michaela Ellis, argued that a 
council policy first raised in the 1970s stated that a 
mayor should stand down after two years if another 
candidate puts themselves forward. 

As votes were about to be taken to elect either her 
or Councillor Holman as mayor. Councillor Ellis in¬ 
terrupted, saying: “Your worship, can I raise a point 
of order please? I hate to do this but on May 30th 1979 
there was a minute number 128 when members were 
reminded that it was customary to be offered two years 
as mayor and, at the end of this period, the mayor 
would retire and if there were other members willing 
to be nominated it was suggested that this was a good 
system so as to give other members of the council the 
chance to become mayor if they wished to. However, 
there had not been a resolution to support this. 

“It was then discussed and resolved that it would be 
made a rule for future that the office of mayor shall 
not be held by the same person for more than two con¬ 
secutive years unless there were no other nominees 
willing to accept office. Four people voted against and 
15 people voted for that resolution. 

“It was also raised on March 22nd 1989 and I just 
wanted to bring that to your attention.” 

Councillor Lucy Campbell argued that it was “too 
convenient” that Councillor Ellis had only raised the 
policy this year, when she wanted to stand for mayor, 
and not last year when Councillor Chris Clipson un- 
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successfully opposed Councillor Holman. Councillor 
Ellis replied that she had only just been told of the pol¬ 
icy, to which Councillor Terry O’Grady replied: 
“Yeah, yeah”. 

Councillor Stan \Villiams said the 1979 policy was 
put in place because the council then had a problem 
with one person who continuously wanted to serve as 
mayor. He added that holding onto the role of mayor 
for so long was “greedy and selfish” of Councillor 
Holman. 

Personal comments 

His comments received cheers from those in the pub¬ 
lic gallery, but booing and jeering from some of his 
fellow councillors. 

Councillor Williams was said to be “out of order” by 
Councillor Holman and later told “Be quiet, I’m talk¬ 
ing” by Councillor O’Grady, who, referring to Coun¬ 
cillor Ellis, went on to say that he “smelt a rat” and 
that she was “moving the goalposts to suit herself’. 


Two in hospital and one arrested 
after aggravated burglary in Lyme 

A MAN has been arrested and has appeared 
in court following an alleged aggravated 
burglary in Lyme Regis on Saturday morning, 
leaving two people in hospital with serious 
but non-life threatening injuries. 

The incident happened just before Sam in South Av¬ 
enue which was cordoned off for forensic experts. An 
area in Mill Green was also closed off. 

Police arrested a man at the bottom of Sherborne 
Lane. Residents spoke of the man being wrestled to the 
ground and handcuffed before being arrested. 

Chief Inspector Ian Roe said: "Dorset Police can con¬ 
firm the two victims are being treated in hospital as a 


result of this incident. They do not have life-threatening 
injuries. 

"Weymouth CID is investigating this incident as an al¬ 
leged aggravated burglary. Police scene examination 
has been complete." 

Residents were shocked to see their street cordoned 
off with forensic officers in white protective suits exam¬ 
ining the road outside their houses. 

One neighbour, who did not wish to be named, said: 
"Apparently there was a big fight and there was plenty 
of blood around. We are all shocked by this." 

It is thought that the couple who were attacked 
moved into the Magna Housing flat just a few weeks

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The mayor had to remind councillors not to make 
“personal comments” again on several occasions. 

Councillors then debated what the meaning of 
democracy was - whether it was to follow policies that 
had been put in place by previous councils and not 
allow Councillor Holman to stand, or whether democ¬ 
racy was what members of the existing council voted 
for, which could allow both Councillor Holman and 
Councillor Ellis be voted on as mayoral candidates. 

Councillor Anita Williams said: “One of the basic 
rules of local government is that a council or govern¬ 
ment is never fettered by the views of a previous au¬ 
thority. You can’t bind a future council with a 
resolution of an old council.” 

She then described the whole debate as “pan¬ 
tomime”. 

Town clerk John Wright repeated himself on several 
occasions throughout the debate, saying that he did not 
know of the historic policy but that Standing Orders 
were “crystal clear” on the subject, and that the coun¬ 
cil was able to rescind the policy without a special mo¬ 
tion being made or advance notice given because it

• WHAT do you think the town is missing? 

The skatepark is what's missing in Lyme, it will be great 
when it's built. People don't realise what a massive in¬ 
fluence a skatepark can have on a community - some¬ 
where to go and chill and enjoy yourself without 
annoying people on the pavement is going to be great! 

• WHAT would you do if you won the Lottery? 

I would sort my parents and grandparents out with an 
awesome home and pay their bills. They've given me 
everything I have today so I would really want to give 
them twice as much back. I'd also throw money at the 
skatepark and make it awesome and I would pay to 
build an artificial reef in the bay that would work on the 
prominent south-westerlies we get here in Lyme, Head 
high barrels in front of the shop, that would be so cool!

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Rinky Tinks: the debt should never 
have gone this far, argues resident 


THE town council has been asked why it allowed the debt 
of Rinky Tinks ice cream parlour in Lyme Regis to reach 
£26,500 before calling in the bailiffs, and who was respon¬ 
sible. 

Lucinda and Peter Cliff, owners of Rinky Tinks, were re¬ 
cently thrown out of the Cart Road premises having failed 
to regularly pay their £21,000 per year rent. 

Speaking in the public forum of last week's full council 
meeting, Lyme resident and a keen follower of council 
matters, Derek Hallett, asked why the debt had been al¬ 
lowed to go so far and said there were four people who 
could be responsible. 

He said: “The debt should never have gone past £6,500. 
How did that debt get to that point? I can see four people 
- did the finance officer not bring it up to the town clerk, 
did the town clerk not bring it up to chairman of Strategy 
& Policy, did the chairman not bring it to you. Madam 
Mayor? 

“One of you four is responsible for that, which one 
Madam Mayor? Which one, it's a straight question? Fi¬ 
nance officer, town clerk, chairman of policy or you? 
Who's responsible? One of you four is responsible.” 

The Mayor, Councillor Sally Holman, asked Mr Hallet 
to sit down when she stood, adding: “This is not a matter 
we can discuss in public.” 

Mr Hallet replied: “Why not?” 

Councillor Holman: “It has been on agendas but it's been 
dealt with in exempt business.” 

Mr Hallett: “Just answer, who is responsible?” 

Councillor Holman: “We cannot because, according to 
our Standing Orders, we cannot discuss anything to do with 
finance in the public forum.” 

Mr Hallett: “That's £26,500 down the drain... If you can't 
manage your money something's wrong. Someone's not 
managing the finances right.” 

Mr Hallett's comments came after Mrs Cliff addressed 
the council with a strong statement, saying she wanted 
them to “understand the impact of their actions”. 

She said: “I would like to take issue with the way we 
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have been dealt with. We have never disputed that we owed 
you back rent but feel we have not been given a reasonable 
chance to come to an agreement on how to repay it, partic¬ 
ularly as you acted before the case had come to court. 

“There are many ways the situation could have been re¬ 
solved - a council employee could have come down every¬ 
day and taken 30 per cent of our day’s takings or Lyme 
Regis Town Council could have taken back the business 
and paid my husband and I to run it. But to close us com¬ 
pletely is short-sighted and seems very unfair. You now 
have no way of recovering your money, as we have no in¬ 
come whatsoever.” 

Mrs Cliff added that the council had put 15 young people 
out of work by closing down the buisness. 

'We were foolish' 

Speaking on Rinky Tinks' responsibility for letting out 
the town council-owned beach huts on the Cart Road, she 
continued: “You now have to pay someone on a Saturday 
morning to collect and hand out beach hut keys, we used 
to do that for free and you now do not have someone rais¬ 
ing money hiring out beach huts on a daily basis. Sure, 
some people might walk up to the council offices to hire a 
hut, but not on spec or on a Friday or a Sunday or during 
the winter. 

“How much additional money did we raise for the coun¬ 
cil over the past five and a half years selling day huts for 
you? We were foolish, we should have negotiated a lower 
rent when you kept hoisting extra huts on us. 

“When we took Rinky Tinks on we were responsible for 
25 huts for seven months of the year. By last autumn we 
were responsible for 41 huts for 12 months of the year - a 
200 per cent increase, no decrease in rent. 

“Closing Rinky Tinks has been a deeply unpopular action 
by an already unpopular council. We have had already over

ago and were known to the alleged assailant. 

Marcus Coutain, 41, address unknown, appeared 
before Weymouth magistrates on Monday charged 
with aggravated burglary on a dwelling house, theft

from a motor vehicle, being in possession of a con¬ 
trolled drug and having an offensive weapon in a 
public place. 

The case was adjourned to Dorchester Crown 
Court on April 14th. 



■ POLICE INVESTIGATE: This was the scene in South 
Avenue on Saturday morning 
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7,000 acknowledgements of support since closing us 
down, numbers this council could only dream of - 7,000 
people voting to support us. We were more than an ice 
cream shop to this town, we brought people in, we were 
always open, we always joined in with local events and 
donated prizes for raffles.” 

Mrs Cliff said it was “disingenuous” of the town council 
to have recently said in the local press that Rinky Tinks 
had “set its own rent” during the tender process, as they 
had originally offered £15,500 but, despite being the high¬ 
est bidder, were asked to bid again so upped their offer to 
£ 21 , 000 . 

She continued: “We won with our original bid but you 
made us bid again to grab more money, we've ended up 
paying another £6,000 every year.” 

Referring to the council's intention to let the premises 
again, Mrs Cliff added: “You seem to be completely de¬ 
luded with the situation regarding the lease. You cannot 
appoint a new tenant until six months have passed. We 
have the right in law to come back with one day's notice if 
we can raise the money requested, so how are you going 
to sub-let the space? On a weekly basis? 

“You have behaved shoddily, Lyme council. Not one 
councillor came down to 
speak to me or my hus¬ 
band, you changed the 
locks on 24 hour notice and 
would not allow us even to 
cross the threshold to pick 
up our personal belong¬ 
ings. When we arrived at 
the council offices deputy 
town clerk Mark Tredwin 
would not even speak to us 
in his office but conducted 
the whole interview in the 
foyer with the admin staff 
listening and people com¬ 
ing in and out - very un¬ 
professional.” 

Councillor Holman then 
cut off Mrs Cliff, saying 
she had gone over her al¬ 
lowed three minutes to 
speak, adding: “We cannot 
accept any personal, 
derogatory comments. This 
is not a matter that council 
can discuss in public.” 

Later in the meeting. 

Councillor Terry O'Grady 
asked why the previous 
council in 2008 felt it nec¬ 
essary to ask for a second 
round of bidding. 

Councillor Holman 


replied: “Sorry, Councillor O'Grady, we are not able to dis¬ 
cuss matters which involve finance in public.” 

Councillors were told that 10 businesses had expressed 
an interest in the former Rinky Tinks property and agreed 
to let it on a short-term basis, with a long-term lease set up 
from March 2015 onwards. 

Deputy town clerk Mark Tredwin explained that Mrs 
Cliff had been correct in saying that she had the right to 
return to the premises on a day’s notice within six months 
if she could raise the outstanding debt, which is why he 
had suggested a short-term lease for the near future. 

Councillor Mark Gage said he did not want to speak on 
“how we got here” as that would be “inappropriate”, but 
added that MrTredwin’s recommendation was a “sensible 
idea”. 

Councillor Stan Williams said the lease for Rinky Tinks 
was very restricted with regards to what they could sell, 
and this should be widened to allow a new tenant to make 
as much income as possible. 

He added: “It just wasn’t sustainable with such a high 
rent.”

Council's behaviour policy 
a 'sad, sorry state of affairs' 


THE need for Lyme Regis Town Council to adopt a 
new Code of Conduct with rules on how councillors 
should behave was called into question at last week's 
meeting. 

Following a particularly controversial few months 
in the council chamber, councillors recently updated 
their Code of Conduct with rules stating that they 
should respect one another and not act in a way which 
could be considered “bullying or intimidatory”. The 
new code also included voluntary sanctions which can 
be used to punish those breaking the rules. 

Speaking during the public form of last week's coun¬ 
cil meeting, Lyme Regis resident Cheryl Reynolds 
said adopting behaviour rules should not be necessary 
and made the council a “laughing stock”. 

She said: “I would like mention my disappointment 
that it was felt councillors needed a new behaviour 
Code of Conduct. The public have the right to expect 
high standards of conduct from their councillors, re¬ 
spect is accorded to those who conduct themselves 
with integrity and treat others with dignity. 

“So, what do we see? A policy to modify and control

councillors' behaviour. What does this say about you 
as a group of adults, grown ups, respected members 
of the community? Not much, I fear. 

“I've spoken to many people about this new policy 
who agree with me that it's a sad, sorry state of affairs 
which makes the town council a laughing stock. A 
good behaviour policy for councillors, what type of 
message does this convey? 

“We want our councillors to sort out problems, not 
to be the problem themselves. So here we are, having 
time spent on councillors' behaviour. This is very sad 
and I have to say unacceptable. This policy should in 
no way be necessary.” 

The Mayor, Councillor Sally Holman, said the Code 
of Conduct had been in place for many years and was 
updated following the demise of the Standards Board, 
which previously punished councillors for stepping 
out of line before being scrapped.

Sixth year for mayor Sally 
despite calls to stand down

was made more than six months ago. 

Despite the town clerk’s reassurance, the controversial 
debate ended with Councillor George Symonds walking 
out, saying he did not want to be involved in anything 
which “left the council open to complaint”. 

Despite Councillor Symonds’ concerns, councillors 
went ahead and agreed to rescind the motion, allowing 
Councillor Holman to stand. 

Chairing the meeting as the current mayor, she said it 
was “not a comfortable position to be in”, which led 
members of the public to shout out “resign then” and 
“stand down”. 

Councillor Holman continued: “But nevertheless I am 
in this position and with Councillor Anita Williams with 
regards to the democratic process. I was not aware of this 
before the meeting. 

“My reasons for standing have not been expressed, nor 
have they been sought and nor has anyone had the cour¬ 
tesy to do that before judging me. I am also aware that 
neither has Councillor Ellis expressed her reasons for 
standing, what she intended to do or why because that 


has not come into our process. Maybe in future it should 
do.” 

However, she went ahead with her nomination and won 
the vote eight to three. Those voting in favour of Coun¬ 
cillor Holman were herself and Councillors Terry O’- 
Grady, Chris Clipson, Rikey Austin, Mark Gage, Lucy 
Campbell, Lorna Jenkin and Anita Williams, with Coun¬ 
cillors Ellis, Ann Brandbury and Stan Williams oppos¬ 
ing. 

Councillor Ellis and Councillor Stan Williams, who had 
both put their name forward for the role of deputy mayor, 
then withdrew their nominations, with Councillor 
Williams saying it was “all illegal”, meaning his daughter 
and existing deputy mayor, Anita Williams, was re¬ 
elected without opposition. 

Councillor Holman is only the second person to retain 
the office of mayor for four consecutive years, following 
Henry Broom in the 1970s. Having also previously 
served for two years from 2007-08, Councillor Holman 
has now equaled the record of the late Barbara Austin 
MBE by winning the mayor election six times in total.

Why I chose to break tradition... 


FOLLOWING her controversial re-election as Mayor 
of Lyme Regis at last week's council meeting, during 
which she said no one had the "courtesy" to ask her 
for her reasons for standing again "before judging 
her" Councillor Sally Holman tells the View From 
why she put herself forward for First Citizen for the 
fourth year running - her sixth year overall. 

“During the past three years - and the past year in par¬ 
ticular -1 have taken an active role in helping the council 
understand what it wants to do and what it can realisti¬ 
cally achieve. This means improving the way the council 
is governed, understanding risks, working in partnership 
with others and identifying the funding required to 
achieve objectives and deliver projects. 

“I believe that this strategic approach is crucial in es¬ 
tablishing a viable future for Lyme Regis as economic 
pressures lead to reductions in services provided by other 
authorities, placing increasing responsibility on the town 
council to manage its assets for the benefit of the whole 
community. 

“Already, a lot has been achieved. Projects have been 
prioritised, a new accounting structure introduced, and 
the council’s principal governance policies are now in 
place. Details will be 
given at the annual town 
meeting. 

“There is still more to 
do, including embedding 
recent changes in the run¬ 
ning of the council. Be¬ 
cause of my experience 
over the past three years, I 
believe I am well placed to 
continue to lead on this. 

“I am mindful of the 
town council elections due 
in 2015 and of the obliga¬ 
tion of this administration 
to oversee a well-ordered 
transition, involving what 
may well be a largely new 
group of councillors. 

“I believe the work we 
have undertaken, and the 
work to be completed dur¬ 
ing the coming year, will 
help this council to fulfil 
this obligation. 

“Historically, councillors 
stand as independents in 
Lyme Regis, free from the 
control of any political 
party. However, there will 
always be groupings 
within this council, and 
opinion will gravitate 
around individuals. 

“I stand outside the cur¬ 
rent groups: my support 
for any recommendation 


put to this council is based 
on what I believe is prag¬ 
matic and what makes good 
sense for the town, in the 
light of strategic plans as 
well as short-term benefits. 

“The expression of oppos¬ 
ing views is what democ¬ 
racy is about: no mayor can 
lead without the support of 
councillors. 

“I have demonstrated my 
strongly-held belief that the traditional, civic role of 
mayor which has served this town so well over centuries 
should remain a fundamental part of the historic legacy 
of Lyme Regis. 

“I am committed to the direction in which LRTC is 
moving, in policy-making, strategy, governance and man¬ 
agement. Impressive progress has been made: now the 
council must focus on consolidation in its last year. 

“That is why I accepted the nomination for a further 
term as mayor.” 
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Skatepark could be delivered by end of year 

COUNCILLORS SUSPEND STANDING ORDERS TO DISCUSS £150,000 CONTRACT IN PUBLIC 


CHRISTMAS could come early for skateboarders in 
Lyme Regis, who were told last week that they may 
have their long-awaited skatepark by December. 

Town councillors agreed to suspend Standing Orders 
at last week's meeting so they could discuss in public 
which company they wanted to take the proposed 
skatepark forward. The awarding of a design and build 
contract for the £150,000 skatepark at Charmouth Road 
car park was planned to be discussed in private, as it 
included financial details submitted by two companies, 
but with a large crowd in the public gallery, including 
many young skateboarders, councillors agreed the item 
was “in the public interest” and suspended Standing Or¬ 
ders, allowing them to discuss the contract in an open 
forum. 

Speaking against discussing the item in private. 
Councillor Stan Williams said the council had “gone 
downhill pretty rapidly” with regards to holding open 
debates. He also argued that councillors should not 
have set a price of £150,000 for the skatepark before 
going out to tender, but instead should have asked com¬ 
panies to put forward a price first, as it was “always 
going to come to £150,000” after offering them this 
amount. 

Councillor Lucy Campbell, an avid campaigner for 
the skatepark, commented on how exciting it was to 
have reached this stage after a 30-year wait for a 
skatepark in Lyme Regis, and said it was nice to see so 
many young people at the meeting supporting the proj¬ 
ect. 

The council agreed to follow the town clerk John 
Wright's recommendation to award the contract to 
Wheelscape, who submitted a design for the maximum 
cost of £150,000. Mr Wright said Wheelscape had de¬ 
signed the skatepark with Lyme Regis in mind and 
would provide the most for the lowest cost per square 
metre “by some way”. 

Their design was favoured over Bendcrete

Skatepark’s £149,633.75 design, as this equated to 
Wheelscape costing £294 per sqaure metre and Bend¬ 
crete £389 per square metre. 

Speaking in favour of Wheelscape's submission, 
Steven Sherlock from Beechams Chartered Surveyors 
in Dorchester, which has previously delivered 
skateparks in Dorchester and Portland, said that the de¬ 
sign did not include any large concrete walls or unat¬ 
tractive metal railings, and included curved lines and a 
stone-effect material to reflect the Cobb. 

He added: “They have designed it to be a Lyme Regis 
skatepark. The differentiation of this skatepark to the 
skateparks elsewhere in Dorset means it is somewhere 
people will want to come, it's a tourist attraction. 

“So when people say to their teenage son, 'Come on, 
we're going to the beach in Lyme Regis' and he says, 
Tm staying here on my computer' they can say, 'Well, 
actually, come and you can go on this fantastic 
skatepark'. That's what you're providing, it's not just for 
these children here. 

“When we put the skatepark in Dorchester, the 
teenage boys in that town were completely invisible be¬ 
fore we built it. You drive past that skatepark now, that's 
where all the teenage boys are. They are now active, 
fit, team building children who want to do things for 
their town, a part of their town, and that is what a 
skatepark brings Lyme Regis.” 

Councillor Campbell clarified that the designs pre¬ 
sented to councillors were not the exact final designs, 
and were likely to be tweaked by young people during 
further consultations and after discussions with West 
Dorset District Council to comply with planning. 

She added that Wheelscape's design was the unani¬ 


mous favourite of the young people in the Skatepark 
Forum, although there was extra equipment they would 
like to add. 

The town clerk explained that if members approved 
his recommendation, the contract would be awarded to 
Wheelscape the following morning and discussions 
would immediately continue with the district council 
and Dean & Dyball, contractors on Phase IV of the 
coastal protection works who had offered to help with 
the project. 

Mr Wright added that within two weeks the successful 
applicant was obliged to meet with the young people 


from the Skatepark Forum, a planning application 
would be submitted within six weeks, work would start 
in September and hopefully be completed by Decem¬ 
ber. 

Councillor Mark Gage said they were “on the cusp of 
an historic decision” and could not have got to this 
stage without the help of the district council, who had 
offered use of their land in the car park. Dean & Dyball 
and fundraising from the local community. 

When members agreed to award the contract to 
Wheelscape they received a round of applause from 
those in the public gallery.

Lyme Regis to become new 
home port of Bantry Bay gig 


LYME Regis will soon become the new home port 
of “Integrite”, a 38-feet Bantry Bay gig which rep¬ 
resents Great Britain in the Atlantic Challenge 
movement. 

Lyme Regis Gig Club members will welcome the 
new arrival on Easter Saturday, April 19th. 

The Bantry Bay gigs are elegant wooden replicas 
of the late 18th century longboats and are based on 
an original gig left behind in Bantry Bay, Ireland, by 
the invading Erench fleet of 1796. 

These boats are well suited to their purpose be¬ 
cause of their beauty, exhilarating performance and 
complexity of operation. They are propelled by both 
oar and sail, with a crew of 13. 

The Atlantic Challenge movement is an interna¬ 
tional educational organisation, bringing young peo¬ 
ple together with the intent of fostering cultural and 
global understanding. Participating member coun¬ 
tries include Belgium, Canada, Denmark, Einland, 
Erance’ Indonesia, Ireland, Northern Ireland, Italy, 
Netherlands, Russia, Scotland, USA and Wales. 

The movement promotes the skills of the sea, in¬ 
cluding boat building, sailing, rowing and seaman¬ 
ship. Every second year members meet to compete 
in a host country, which in July this year is in Mor- 
bihan, Brittany, Erance and in 2016 will be at the 
Viking Centre in Jorvik in Denmark. The Atlantic 
Challenge movement actively promotes that at least 
half of the crew of Bantry Bay gigs are aged be¬ 
tween 16 and 25. 

“Integrite” represents Great Britain every two 


years at international contests, bringing young peo¬ 
ple together from many nations. The gig was built 
by the late John Kerr, a boat builder and founder of 
Atlantic Challenge GB, in his workshop in West 
Wales in 1992. John was a regular guest tutor at the 
Boat Building Academy in Lyme Regis. 

The boat will be welcomed to the Cobb at 12noon, 
with songs from the gig club’s shanty singers. All 
are welcome to join the celebrations. 

Marcus Dixon, chairman of Lyme Regis Gig Club, 
said: “It is a great honour that Lyme Regis is to be¬ 
come Integrity’s new home port, enabling us to 
enjoy rowing and sailing this wonderful Bantry Bay 
gig and sharing in the joys of the Atlantic Challenge 
movement nationally and internationally.” 

A new Atlantic Challenge England committee has 
now been formed under the auspices of Lyme Regis 
Development Trust, with local boat builder Gail Mc- 
Garva as chairman. The aim is to give local young 
people the chance to work together, to learn about 
boat building, sailing, rowing, seamanship and, in 
doing so, acquire new skills and build confidence. 

The new Atlantic Challenge England will be run 
in partnership with Lyme Regis Gig Club and Lyme 
Regis Sailing Club. It will be holding an open meet¬ 
ing at 2pm on Sunday, May 18th at The Hub youth 
club for all those who would like to know more and 
are interested in participating or helping.

A S the last witch trial in Dorset was held 
314 years ago during the reign of 
William III, you can imagine my sur¬ 
prise to see Lyme Regis Town Council reviving 
the practice in The Guildhall last Wednesday. 

Merrily we had gone along to bear witness to 
the ancient custom of mayor-mongering, the se¬ 
lection of a First Citizen for this old and hon¬ 
oured town. Avidly we looked forward to the 
traditional rite when councillors, without venal 
favour or political agenda, would choose fairly 
from this year’s popular contenders, the win¬ 
some Mayor-in-office Sally Holman and the 
fetchingly-feisty Michaela Ellis. 

Like all good citizens of the Regis, we ex¬ 
pected a game and dignified debate which 
would end with the crowning of a new mayor 
and much rejoicing in the town. 

Instead, we were horrified to watch Michaela 
put to the stake to plead a desperate case for the 
importance of rules as, around her, panicking 
councillors booed and jeered like frightened 
peasants in a Hammer horror film and, once 
again, our bitching town council demonstrated 
that the most glaring example of “Lyme Back¬ 
ward” is their rows. 

And yet it all looked like the perfect plan. The 
word was of The Gun Cliff Pact, that Sally was 
expected to walk away from the evening still in

But so was Michaela, bouncy even. 

The nominations were proposed and seconded but 
just as the councillors were about to vote, Michaela 
cast her curse...

West Dorset District 
Council approved the 
planning application on 
Friday and it is hoped that 
the new houses will be 
completed by the end of 
the year, ready for occupa¬ 
tion in early 2015. 

Only those who have 
completed a registration 
form, are on the council 
housing register and have 
a local connection will be 
considered for the new 
homes. 

The successful planning 
application is being cele¬ 
brated by Marshwood 
Community Land Trust, 
who said the approval has 
“brought a smile to many 
in the village of Marsh¬ 
wood after many months 
of frustrating delays”. 

The application received 
strong opposition from 
some, delaying the 
process. 

Community Land Trust 
chairman, David Hitch¬ 
cock, said: “It has been a 
long road to finally getting 
approval for our homes 
that are so desperately 
needed by many local peo¬ 
ple. 


“Unfortunately, these 
eight houses will only 
help a few on the housing 
list so the Community 
Land Trust will have to 
consider another develop¬ 
ment in the not too distant 


future.” 

The houses will be built 
by Brookvale Homes on 
behalf of Hastoe Housing 
Association and will be a 
mix of two single-bed 
dwellings, four two-bed 


and two three-bed houses. 

The development will 
be close to the main 
B3165 road and will be 
screened with trees and 
bushes so that it fits into 
the rural landscape.

Green fingers at Mrs Ethelston's 


THE children at Mrs Ethelston’s Primary 
School in Uplyme have been participating 
in an outdoor learning experience during

During the spring term, each class has 
planted a fruit tree which they will spend a 
year caring for. As they move through the 
school they will take ownership of a new 
tree, including the harvest and production 
once the trees bear fruit. 

During the summer term the children will 
have the opportunity to visit Trill Earm in 
Musbury, a diverse working farm that aims 
to inspire healthy and responsible living. On 
the farm, the pupils will participate in wild 
harvesting and pizza-making days, as well 
as creative food and nutrition workshops in 
the kitchen. 

The challenge over the next few months 
is to grow enough for the community feast 
in September. To ensure this, the school is 
hoping to erect a fence around their garden 
to stop rabbits and other wildlife damaging 
the plants and are currently looking for any¬ 
one who may be able to help with this in the 
local community.

Lyme Matters

W HEN Lyme 
Regis town 
councillors 
implemented their 
own code of conduct 
after being boldly 
warned by town clerk 
John Wright that they 
had to start behaving 
themselves, there was 
hope among many that 
the waring factions 
would put their ani¬ 
mosities to one side 
and get on with the im¬ 
portant business of 
running our town. 

At the first meeting after 
the new code was intro¬ 
duced, our councillors 
looked positively chastened 
with stilted debate and 
barely a cross word all 
night. 

But the peace was short 
lived. I missed last week’s 
mayor choosing as I was 
preparing for an awards 
ceremony promoted by our 
sister paper, Pulman’s View 
from Axminster. 

But like dozens of others, I 
have read the full transcript 
of the debate which we 
recorded and put up on our 
website. An abridged ver¬ 


sion of that debate is pub¬ 
lished in this week’s issue 
(see pages one and five). It 
was too long to print in full. I 
have also had a succession of 
people coming into the office 
and the general opinion 
seems to be that our es¬ 
teemed elected representa¬ 
tives reached an all time low 
at last Wednesday’s meeting. 

It seems to me the town has 
had enough. 

I n covering council meet¬ 
ings in Lyme for 40 odd 
years I can’t remember an¬ 
other time when there were 
shouts of “stand down” and 
“resign” aimed at the may- 
oyal chair from the public 
gallery. 

And the town certainly ex¬ 
pects more of its councillors 
than the shouting of oafish 
comments like “bring it on”. 

Mayor Sally Holman 
warned councillors to be¬ 


have themselves but she 
made little impact. 

D istrict councillor George 
Symonds was so dis¬ 
gusted with the proceedings, 
questioning the legality of 
the whole process, that he 
walked out. And I under¬ 
stand that former mayor 
Michaela Ellis, who was 
nominated to stand against 
Sally, also left the chamber in 
a “furious” state after the 
council went into committee. 

The big discussion point 
was whether a resolution 
going back to 1979 that the 
mayor could only serve for 
two years if there were other 
councillors who wanted to 
stand was still valid. 

Some councillors claimed 
they did not know such a res¬ 
olution existed. Many of 
them were not even living in 
the town then so how could 
they know? There is a simple 


answer to that question. They 
should listen more carefully 
at the annual town meeting. 

Last year former councillor 
Ken Gollop asked Anita 
Williams, who chaired the 
meeting in the absence of the 
mayor, why that resolution 
was not adhered to last year 
when Sally broke with tradi¬ 
tion and accepted a third 
year despite another nomina¬ 
tion for Chris Clipson. 

A nita Williams said she 
was unable to answer the 
question and advised Mr Gol¬ 
lop to talk personally to the 
mayor. 

To solve the matter, the 
council at last week’s meeting 
quickly rescinded the 1979 
resolution, having been told 
by the town clerk it was per¬ 
fectly legal to do so. 

With shouts of “resign” 
from the public gallery, Sally 
looked totally shocked and 


admitted “it was not a com¬ 
fortable position to be in”. 

She also stated that no one 
had bothered to ask why she 
wanted to serve a third term 
or given her the chance to ex¬ 
plain. 

W ell, in the interest of 
fairness, we have. Sally 
explains her reasons on page 
five of this week’s paper, the 
gist of which is that there are 
various important projects 
and initiatives she has intro¬ 
duced which she wishes to 
complete. 

So where is all this going to 
end? If the social networking 
sites are anything to go by, 
this Friday’s annual town 
meeting at the Woodmead 
Halls (starting at 7.30pm) is 
going to be an uncomfortable 
one for Sally in particular. 
Commitee chairmen have to 
attend to report on their 
year’s activities but other 
councillors do not have to be 
there. 

I have a number of con¬ 
cerns about this debate and 
the general behaviour of the 
council. I have written be¬ 
fore in this column about the 
low standard of debate, prob¬ 
ably the worse I have wit¬ 
nessed, and the continual 
sniping among councillors if 
they don’t agree with each 


other. There is very little re¬ 
spect in the council chamber 
and the treatment of veteran 
councillor Stan Williams is 
nothing short of a disgrace. If 
anyone wants to listen to our 
recording of last week’s debate, 
we will be happy to provide a 
copy and you will know what I 
mean. 

The dispute about the may¬ 
oralty will only add weight to 
the view of some that such a po¬ 
sition is now outdated. Retain¬ 
ing the town’s traditions is a 
battle which has yet to be 
waged. But probably the most 
disturbing consequence of all is 
that such behaviour does not 
encourage other people to stand 
for council. I know of a number 
who said they just did not want 
to be part of it. 

Which begs the question. 
When Lyme goes to the polls 
next May will there be enough 
candidates to fill the 14 places? 

I have been told that only four 
of the current crop are likely to 
stand again, certainly I think at 
least half of the present council 
will not seek re-election. 

So I ask yet again: does it need 
14 people to run a small town 
like Lyme and is it time that 
number was reduced to 12 or 
even 10?

Mayor leading dysfunctional council 


■ LYME Regis Town Council sunk to a new low - and I 
didn’t think that was possible - when it elected Sally Hol¬ 
man mayor for another period in office. 

During the selection process, members of the public 
called for her to resign or stand down during a very un¬ 
savoury meeting, which did nothing but bring the former 
ancient borough into further disrepute. 

Such behaviour is unprecedented in local government in 
Lyme Regis for at least a century. And the fiasco was fur¬ 
ther compounded when, to get their own way, the notorious 
“gang of five”, led a vote towards the rescinding on the spot 
of a resolution stipulating that no sitting mayor is permitted 
to stand for a third consecutive year against another candi¬ 
date. 

What sort of message does this give to the electorate? 
How can the town have any faith in a council prepared to 
ride roughshod over rules formulated to preserve the fair¬ 
ness and honour in the selection of a first citizen? 


The council should sit back and take a salutary look at its 
agenda in the governing of this town, although I suspect 
this is too much to ask. 

Its record is appalling because too many members are 
more interested in massaging their own egos with little 
thought for the well-being of the town they were elected to 
serve. 

Madam Mayor, you should take particular stock of your 
performance. Your lack of leadership of this dysfunctional 
council continues to deteriorate. Indeed, you are perceived 
in the town as a puppet pulled on five strings in one selfish 
direction by a group determined to dictate. 

If you wish to salvage a little integrity you will do the 
right thing by standing down and relinquishing the mayoral 
office.

■ PRESUMABLY, if councillors had chosen to implement 
the system of a two-term mayor giving way to a challenger. 
Councillor Clipson would have been nominated (“Lyme 
mayor choosing”. View From Online, April 4th). 

Would all those councillors who ended up voting for 
Councillor Holman (all with one-time links of one sort or 
another to the Lyme Regis Development Trust) have then 
switched their vote to him en bloc? 

Anyway, regular readers of this paper will know that I am 
trying to sell my house and retire closer to family, so I am 
having a good chuck out. In the process of which I came 
across the leaflet distributed by Lyme Regis Development 
Trust (LRDT) with the revised Community Plan. 

Noting the heading “To whom is the trust accountable?” I 
thought it would be interesting to compare this with what I 
wrote in my letter last week, when I commented on a prior 
assertion that the Community Land Trust is “accountable to 
the community”. 

The leaflet's answer to its question is: "To the Charity 
Commission, to whom we have to report each year; and to 
our members, to whom we report fully at each AGM and 
discuss priorities for the coming year." 

It adds that “our current 100 or so members are all local 
people who care about the town and its future and want to 
make a contribution to the community’s well-being”. 

Setting aside for now whether that can be considered being 
“accountable to the community”, and setting aside for now 
the question of whether those 100 or so care about the com¬ 
munity in the same ways, better ones, or worse than the 
rather larger number of other members of the community... 
two things struck me. 

First, is the Community Land Trust a charity? I have to 
add that to the list of things that I don’t know about it. Sec¬ 
ond, what does a member of the community think being ac¬ 
countable to the Charity Commission (CC) involves? 

No-one should underestimate the amount of work in¬ 
volved in preparing accounts and reports that diligent char¬ 
ities must do to follow CC guidelines. But what does the CC 
do? 

Here's what the House of Commons Committee of Public 
Accounts thinks about the CC, as in their report on it “or¬ 
dered by the House of Commons to be printed on 29 January 
2014”. The full report can be read at http://www.publica- 
tions .parliament .uk/pa/cm201314/cmselect/cmpubacc/792/ 
792.pdf. Here's the full summary from that report: 


"This is the fifth time that we, or our predecessors, have 
examined the Charity Commission (the Commission) since 
1987. Charities play a vital role in promoting the health, 
well-being and resilience of our society, and the Commis¬ 
sion is responsible for ensuring public trust and confidence 
in the sector. 

“We are therefore dismayed to report yet again that the 
Commission continues to perform poorly and is still failing 
to regulate charities effectively. The Commission is a reac¬ 
tive rather than proactive regulator, and has yet to use its 
powers properly in registering, monitoring, or intervening 
in charities. 

“It has not always been clear whether the Commission 
sees its primary purpose as supporting the voluntary sector 
or protecting the public interest. The Commission is seeking 
to change its culture and approach, but we are not convinced 
it has the leadership capability to tackle its significant fail¬ 
ings and transform its culture." 

In case anyone's interested, the committee named on the 
report consists of eight Conservative MPs, five Labour and 
one Lib Dem. 

What should we make of their conclusions here in Lyme? 
I offer a few suggestions: 

1) The Commission won't do anything to check whether 
any specific charity is minding its 'p's and 'q's, or even dot¬ 
ting its 'i's and crossing its 't's... unless someone asks them 
to. 

2) They may not do much even then. Who knows? It per¬ 
haps depends on who asks; and how. 

3) If they do anything, it will be unclear whether they are 
acting in the interests of all charities, of a specific charity, 
or of the public as a whole. 

4) People therefore need to be active and vigilant in mon¬ 
itoring all charities if they are impacting on their lives or on 
anything else they care about. 

5) This is especially true when they are seeking to be ac¬ 
tive across a significant spread of community life. In such 
an instance, the existence of the CC is, sadly, no reason to 
give a charity any greater benefit of the doubt than, say, a 
political party or a club. 

Does everyone else read the Public Accounts committee 
report the same way?

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Jim joins the judging panel 

An interview with horticulturalistJim Buttress, about the 
problems of staging a TV gardening competition - plus, 
find out what else needs doing in the garden this week.

JUST as Simon Cowell 
knows his music, AND 
Bake Off judge Paul Hol¬ 
lywood knows his cakes, so award-winning garden¬ 
ing legend Jim Buttress knows his onions. 

And his melons, aubergines, carrots, radish and run¬ 
ner beans. 

The plain-speaking horticulturalist, former Royal gar¬ 
dener and current RHS Britain in Bloom judge is now 
also judge in BBC2's new six-part series The Big Al¬ 
lotment Challenge, and he pulls no punches judging 
harvests produced by contestants on their made-for- 
TV allotments 

Filmed in a Victorian walled garden on the Maple- 
durham Estate in Oxfordshire, nine pairs of keen gar¬ 
deners have spent months planning, planting and 
nurturing. Given their own greenhouses, they were 
handed particular vegetables, fruit and flowers to 
grow, as well as facing a number of additional 
weekly challenges including flower arranging and 
chutney-making, judged by floral arrangement ex¬ 
pert Jonathan Moseley and preserves specialist 
Thane Price. 

The series, presented by Fern Britton, was filmed last 
year from early spring until late summer, when 
award-winning Buttress then judged the produce, 
from blemish-free radishes to perfect sweet peas. 
So how harsh was he with this judging? 

"I was once nicknamed Judge Dread but you don't

have to be hard, as long as 
you're fair and consistent 
in what you do," he insists. 
"You don't have to hurt people but you can 
tell them, 'This ain't good enough'. Just be fair, 
be honest and give people advice as to why 
they didn't win or they could have done bet¬ 
ter." 

Much of the advice he gives in this series is 
about the weather-related problems faced by 
competitors, because last spring was particu¬ 
larly cold. 

"Last year, March and April were awful. Light 
levels were appalling, we had a lot of cold 
weather and many people were 'caught cold'. 
Stuff was put out which wasn't hardy enough. 
The one thing you'll never beat is nature.Then 
Mr Pest and Mr Disease comes along. It hap¬ 
pens to everybody. They had to find a way 
around that. 

"The most difficult thing is the timing. People 
who grow stuff in the garden generally don't 
have a deadline. Each week we set them a 
task, whether vegetables or flowers, and if 
they didn't have them ready then they didn't 
have an exhibit. Luckily they'd grown twice as 
much as they needed to guarantee they had 
something." 

The subsequent hot weather in summer 
helped the growth catch up, but then it re¬ 
quired constant watering and some produce 
needed slowing down. 

The second strand of the competition, which 
is growing flowers, also put up its own prob¬ 
lems, Buttress says. 

"Thrift was a menace last year with gladioli. 
They get the mottling vein. When the judge is 
looking at the exhibit, whatever it is, it's the 
overall impression that matters. Is it free of 
blemish? That includes the root and the leaves 
and everything else. With the hot weather, 
stuff started to move much more quickly and 
required covering and protecting from the di¬ 
rect sun. They had the risk that sweet peas 
would flower too quickly." 

Some flowers weren't successful simply be¬ 
cause they need more time to establish, he re¬ 
flects, a factor which also limited the types of 
vegetables they could grow for the series. 
"Roses were a disaster. To get wonderful roses, 
you would have planted them two years ago. 
You couldn't put a rose in, however good a 
plant it was in the first place, and expect ex¬ 
hibitor-sized flowers in the first year. The first 
year, the rose is digging his feet into the 
ground, getting used to where he is and then 
the second and third year the flowers will be 
better. 

"That's why we cut out rhubarb and asparagus 
from the show, because we always tell people 
not to pick those in the first year." 

Away from the cameras and looking at other 
people's gardening. Buttress is busy with his 
own efforts - he will be building the Home- 
base - Time To Reflect garden with designer 
Adam Frost at the RHS Chelsea Flower Show, 
and he is also helping to produce a display in 
the pavilion to mark charity Perennial's 175th 
anniversary. 

Like all great gardeners, he admits he can't 
wait to get stuck in.

Ingredients 

• 225g self-raising flour 

• 2 tsp ground cinnamon 

• 115g unsalted butter, diced and chilled, plus 
extra for greasing 

• 115g light brown sugar 

• 1 large egg, beaten 
•6-8tbsp milk 

• 225g Bramley or Granny Smith apples, 
peeled, cored and diced 

• lOOg sultanas 

• 2 tbsp demerara sugar (optional) 

Method 

1. Heat the oven to 180C/160C fan/ gas 4. 
Grease and line a deep 20cm cake tin with 
baking parchment. 

2. Mix the flour and cinnamon together in a 
large bowl. Add the butter and rub into the 
flour using your fingers, until it resembles fine 
breadcrumbs. Stir in the light brown sugar. 
Beat in the egg followed by 6 - 8 tbsp of milk - 
you want to achieve a smooth, thick batter. 

3. Add the apples and sultanas and mix to 
combine. Scrape the batter into your prepared 
tin and gently level out. Sprinkle over the 
demerara sugar and bake in the oven for 
30-40 minutes or until golden and a skewer 
inserted into the middle comes out clean. 

4. Allow to cool in the tin for 15 minutes and 
then careful ly turn out onto a wire rack to cool 
further. Best served still warm with a little 
custard.

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Ultimate scones 

Takes: 25-35 minutes 

Ingredients 

• 225g self-raising flour, preferably organic 

• % tsp salt 

• 50g slightly salted butter, chilled, cut in small 
pieces 

• 25g golden caster sugar 

• 125ml buttermilk 

• 4 tbsp full-fat milk 

• A little extra flour for dusting 

• Strawberry jam and clotted cream, to serve 

Method 

1. Preheat the oven to 220C/gas 7/fan 200C and 
lightly butter a baking sheet (unless you're using 
a non-stick sheet).Tip the flour into a mixing bowl 
with the salt. Shoot in the butter, then rub to¬ 
gether with your fingers to make a reasonably 
fine crumbed mixture, lifting to aerate the mix¬ 
ture as you go. Try not to overrub, as the mixture 
will be lighter if it's a little bit flaky. Now stir in the 
sugar. 

2. Measure the buttermilk, then mix in the milkto 
slacken it. Make a bit of a well in the middle of the 
flour mixture with a round-bladed knife, then 
pour in most of this buttermilk mixture, holding 
a little bit back in case it's not needed. Using the 
knife, gently work the mixture together until it 
forms a soft, almost sticky, dough. Work in any 
loose dry bits of mixture with the rest of the but¬ 
termilk. Don't overwork at this point or you will 
toughen the dough. 

3. Lift the ball of soft dough out of the bowl and 
put it on to a very lightly floured surface. Knead 
the mixture Just 3-4 times to get rid of the cracks. 

4. Pat the dough gently with your hands to a 
thickness of no less than 2cm and no more than 
2.5cm. Dip a 5.5cm round fluted cutter into a bowl 
of flour - this helps to stop the dough sticking to 
it, then cut out the scones by pushing down 
quickly and firmly on the cutter with the palm of 
your hand - don't twist it.You will hear the dough 
give a big sigh as the cutter goes in. Gather the 
trimmings lightly then pat and cut out a couple 
more scones. 

5. Place on the baking sheet and sift over a light 
dusting of flour or glaze if you wish. Bake for 10- 
12 minutes until risen and golden. Cool on a wire 
rack, uncovered if you prefer crisp tops, or cov¬ 
ered loosely with a cloth for soft ones. 

6 . Serve with strawberry Jam and a generous 
mound of clotted cream.

A The new BMW M4 Convertible 

HOT on the heels of the latest BMW M3 Saloon 
and M4 Coupe, both of which were revealed at 
Detroit at the start of the year, details of the M4 
Convertible are now released, the fifth-gener¬ 
ation high-performance open-top car of its 
kind from the company's M division. 

Powered by the same 431 hp in-line six-cylin¬ 
der engine as the M3 Saloon and M4 Coupe, 
the Convertible offers the option of a six-speed 
manual or seven-speed M Double Clutch trans¬ 
mission. The M4 Convertible exhibits all the 
hallmarks of a car created by BMW's high-per¬ 
formance specialists - lightweight engineer¬ 
ing, carefully honed aerodynamics, advanced 
race-derived chassis tuning and electronic 
driver assistance technologies and a sporty el¬ 
egant profile, open or closed. 


The heart of the M4 Convertible: a high- 
performance TwinPower Turbo engine 

The BMW M4 Convertible derives its fire¬ 
power from a high-revving six-cylinder Twin- 
Power Turbo engine which benefits from 
technologies developed on the race track.This 
2,979cc in-line six-cylinder powerhouse, devel¬ 
oped by BMW M, features two mono-scroll tur¬ 
bochargers, high-precision direct injection, 
VALVETRONIC fully variable valve timing and 
Double-VANOS variable camshaft control.This 
technical prowess allows the M4 Convertible 
to switch seamlessly from an undemanding 
everyday road car to one which feels totally at 
home on the race track. 

Huge reserves of torque peaking at 550Nm 
are available from Just l,850rpm - exactly the 


point at which maximum power of 431 hp is at¬ 
tained.This is then maintained until 7,300rpm. 
Maximum engine revolutions are 7,600rpm. All 
of this means the M4 Convertible delivers a 
seemingly never-ending surge from little more 
than engine tickover to the electronically re¬ 
stricted top speed of 155mph. The zero to 
62mph sprint is achieved in 4.6 seconds with 
the six-speed manual gearbox, or 4.4 seconds 
with the seven-speed M Double Clutch Trans¬ 
mission. 

Such impressive performance calls for ad¬ 
vanced, race-derived technologies, including 
special cooling systems. An indirect intercooler 
maximises charge pressure and engine output, 
while the main radiator is supplemented by 
other coolers located in the sides of the engine 
bay for the high and low-temperature water 
circuits as well as for the engine and transmis¬ 
sion oil (with the M DCT gearbox). An addi¬ 
tional electric coolant pump helps to cool the 
turbocharger bearing mounts when the car 
comes to rest. 

The lightweight magnesium sump has a spe¬ 
cial cover to minimise the movement of oil dur¬ 
ing high-G cornering, and an additional pump 
and sophisticated oil return system maintain 
stable oil circulation under hard acceleration 
and braking. 

The iconic quad exhaust system contains 
electronically controlled flaps which minimise 
back-pressure and ensure that the M4 Convert¬ 
ible has an unmistakable BMW M sound. 

The £2,645 optional seven-speed M Double 
Clutch Transmission effectively combines two 
gearboxes, each with its own clutch. Shifts are 


therefore completed with no interference to 
the power delivery, enhancing both perform¬ 
ance and efficiency. Gear shifting can be fully 
automatic or via the selector lever or steering 
column-mounted paddles. Drivelogic allows 
the driver to choose more sporting or more 
comfort-oriented shifting programmes while 
in automatic mode, and the seven-speed M 
DCT transmission also incorporates Launch 
Control to ensure the fastest-possible acceler¬ 
ation from standstill. 

Lightweight engineering aids perform¬ 
ance, agility and efficiency 

BMW's M cars do not achieve their excep¬ 
tional performance simply through brute 
power. Advanced weight-saving technologies 
and carefully honed aerodynamics also play a 


major part while assisting agility and efficiency. 

The M4 Convertible is around 60kg lighter 
than the outgoing M3 Convertible, despite 
being more lavishly equipped. A low kerb 
weight of 1,750kg, has been achieved through 
extensive use of aluminium for the bonnet, 
front wings and many of the chassis compo¬ 
nents, while carbon-fibre reinforced plastic 
(CFRP) is used for the propeller shaft and strut 
brace in the engine compartment. CFRP is light 
but extremely strong: the single-piece pro¬ 
peller shaft is 40 percent lighter than the steel 
one in the M3 Convertible, reducing rotating 
masses and improving powertrain response. 
The engine compartment strut brace weighs 
just 1.5kg, yet aids more superior body control 
than with an aluminium strut.

Fleet/Lease And P/X 
Values At All-Time High 


BCA's latest Pulse report shows that the 
headline average value increased in 
March, rising by £57 compared to Febru¬ 
ary to record the highest monthly value 
this year and the third highest on record. 

There were sizeable value rises to record 
levels in the fleet & lease and dealer sec¬ 
tors, while nearly-new values improved for 
the first time this year. 

BCA's data shows that average values 
improved in March by £57 (0.7%) to 
£7,387, compared to the previous month. 
Average performance against CAP Clean 
fell by half a point to 98.36%. Year-on-year, 
March 2014 was ahead by £387 or 5.5%, 
with average age up by a month at 62 
months and average mileage falling 
slightly at just over 56,000. CAP Clean per¬ 
formance was up on a year ago by half a 
point. 

Simon Henstock, BCA's UK Operations 
Director commented "Despite volumes re¬ 
maining significantly higherthan we have 
seen in recent months, demand was very 
strong across the range of stock on offer 
atBCAin March. We saw greater volumes 
from dealer part-exchange sources and a 
small increase in fleet/lease volumes. This 
shift in the model mix meant the headline 
figure could have been even higher as the 
individual product sectors saw quite sig¬ 
nificant value uplifts." 

He continued "As we said last month, 
used car demand remains very strong, 
particularly for retail quality vehicles. But 
as Easter approaches, the market is show¬ 


ing early signs of softening and, with the 
March new registration figures being the 
highest in a decade, this will generate 
more volume into the used car arena. If 
supply starts to outstrip demand, there 
will inevitably be some downward pres¬ 
sure on average values, particularly for less 
attractive or poorly presented vehicles." 

He added "Sellers should keep close to 
the market and work with their remarket¬ 
ing partner to ensure their vehicles are 
sensibly appraised and realistically valued 
to sell first time." 

Fleet & lease cars averaged £9,572 in 
March, a rise of £381 or 4.1% compared to 
February, and a new high point for the 
sector. Values were up by a significant 
£838 (9.5%) year on year. CAP perform¬ 
ance fell marginally over the month to 
98.49% but was ahead year-on-year. Re¬ 
tained value against original MRP (Manu¬ 
facturers Retail Price) was up by nearly a 
point at 43.81% compared to February 
and was up by 1.3 points, year-on-year. 

Average dealer part-exchange values 
also rose to record levels, climbing by 
£109 (2.8%) to £3,906 in March. Year-on- 
year, values were ahead by £340 (9.5%) 
compared to March 2013 with average 
age rising and mileage falling over the 
year. CAP performance fell back over the 
month to 96.54% in March, but was up by 
nearly a point compared to March 2013. 
Compared to March 2012, values have 
risen by £1,003 - a substantial 34.5% rise 
over the 24 month period.
